Structure on Harmon 
Nary Farm Struck

Lightning struck a large bam on

The barn, sixty by forty feet, and 
filled with crops, was consumed in 
the flames th at broke out immedi­ 
ately after a bolt of lightning rip­ 
ped through one end of the struc­ 
ture. 
The lightning struck at the height 
of the short-lived storm that broke 
over this section of the county about 
four o’clock Wednesday afternoon. 
One hundred bushels of wheat; 
twenty 
tons of hay; 
twenty-five 
bushels of corn, and some chickens 
were consumed in the conflagration. 
Grain Drill Burns 
A grain drill and a hay carriage 
also were destroyed as Gettysburg 
firemen fought to extinguish the 
blaze that raged for more than an 
hour. Some firemen were also as­ 
signed to preventing the spread of 
flames to nearby structures. 
The Nary farm was formerly the 
old Henry G albraith property many 
years ago.

In that chapter Professor James tells of one of the most valuable of 
all habits—he says that each one of us should do at least one thing each 
day that we would rather not do! Another valuable thing to remember 
th at he brings out is that in the breaking of a bad habit, or in the forming 
of a good habit, no exception should be allowed to occur—th at is, go 
tlirough with the program and do not allow yourself to say: Well, this 
once won't count. 
The easy way is what so many people are always looking for. Any­ 
thing worth doing is fraught with difficulties. Do the hard part first, is 
a valuable thing to remember and to make a habit as one of the rules of 
life. 
Impressed upon my mind is the slogan of a New York contractor. I 
stopped and read it as a deep foundation was being prepared for a great 
building. Upon the large sign was the name of the man, and then under­ 
neath these words: “Builder of difficult foundations.” He wanted no easy 
jobs. The other folks could take them. He wanted the difficult jobs! 
He who contracts in his mind and heart to do the difficult things of 
life is always to be depended upon to do the easier and more ordinary 
things well. 
The habit of neatness is carried out in numberless way. Neatness is 
really an important link in the efficient handling of all affairs. It goes 
with order, promptness, and a consideration for the property of others, 
It is one of the most valuable of habits. 
The habit of cheerfulness and of meeting all emergencies with a quiet 
courage is indicative of an orderly mind and a seasoned character. 
Another valuable habit to form is to cultivate the habit of not letting 
other people know your troubles. Keep them to yourself. Others have 
all that they can attend to, as a rule!

Hamilton, Bermuda, Aug. 16 (AP). 
—Dr. William Beebe and Otis Bar­ 
ton, American scientists, spent five 
minutes at a depth of more than 
half a mile under the ocean surface 
Wednesday, achieving a new record 
for deep-sea diving in their two-ton 
“bathysphere.” 
The Americans reached a depth 
of 3,028 feet, bettering their record 
of last Saturday by 518 feet and 
their goal of half a mile by 334 feet. 
The dive was made at approxi­ 
mately the same spot where they 
went down four days ago. The ob­ 
servers of undersea life were pre­ 
vented from going deeper only by 
Capt. James Sylvester, master of 
the barge from which they dropped 
into the sea. 
Sealed iii Sphere 2 Hrs. 46 Min. 
Captain Sylvester ordered th at no 
more cable be paid out, although 47 
feet remained on the drum when 
the two men had reached the max­ 
imum depth. 
The scientists were sealed in their 
big sphere for 2 hours and 46 m in­ 
utes, 2 hours and 41 minutes of 
which were occupied in going down 
and coming up. 
The dive was the last deep-sea 
undertaking of the “bathysphere” 
expedition planned for this year, 
but several dives in shallower water 
along the shore will be made later. 
In these undertakings the sphere 
will remain below for longer periods. 
At the maximum depth there was 
nineteen tons pressure on each win­ 
dow of the bathysphere and the 
pressure per square inch on the 
body of the device was half a ton.

An American flag, pennant of the 
National Geographic society, was 
fastened to the cable just above the 
sphere and thus was taken farther 
down in the sea than any flag has 
ever been. 
John Tee van, Jocelyn Crane and 
other members of the Beebe expe­ 
dition will make dives in the device 
later in the week. 
A mysterious deep-sea fish twenty 
feet long and illuminated by myri­ 
ads of tiny lights was seen by Drs. 
Beebe and Barton at the 2,750-foot 
mark. When he observed a large 
gray shadow, Doctor Beebe signal­ 
led for a halt and tried to distin­ 
guish what appeared to be an un­ 
known denizen of the deep. He said 
he was unable to identify it. 
The 
scientist 
described 
the 
strange fish as illuminated by myri­ 
ads of tiny lights, glittering like a 
diamond tiara around the object, 
which he estimated to have a length 
of at least twenty feet. It was as­ 
sumed the lights were from phos­ 
phorescent parasites. 
Doctor Beebe said he thought the 
monster was the largest he had ever 
seen in a deep-sea dive. Barton 
exposed IOO feet of moving picture 
film in an attem pt to photograph 
it, but results were uncertain. All 
deep-sea 
creatures 
scuttle 
away 
when exposed to tho glare of the 
searchlight played upon them from 
the bathysphere. 
The monster aroused the scien­ 
tists’ curiosity and they said they 
were anxious to study other speci­ 
mens in shallower dives. Doctor 
Beebe said the farther down he
